A HERO. 


Oae evening in Algeria, at the close of a 


day's hunt, a violent storm surprised ma 
on the plains of the Calif some miles from 
OrlHannvllle. Not the shadow of a village 
or cararanury In Right. Nothing but 
dwarf palms, thickets of mastic, and great 
plowed field* stretching off to the horizon. 
Moreover the Calif, swelled by the showers, 
commenced to roar In a most alarming 
Dimmer, and I law the risk of passing the 
night In n marsh. Happily the civil Inter 
prt'ter from th* bureau of Mllianah, who 
accompanied me, remembered that there 
wax quite near u*, hidden In a little valley,

The wheat and the barley, every- 
where neglected, lay rotting upon the 
ground. The harrows and the rusty plows 
lay scattered about, forgotten in the rain. 
All the tribe had this air of dilapidated 
Mdiiem and Indifference. The dogs scarce- 
ly Imrked at our approach. From time to 
limn, from the depths of a hut, could be 
heard the cries of a child, and we could see 
In the thicket the shaved head of an urchin 
or the perforated hulk of some old man. 
Here- and there the little donkeys shivered 
under the bushes. But not a horse, not a 
man, as though we were still In the times 
of the great wars and all the cavaliers had 
been gone for months. 


The house of the chief, a sort of long 


farm boose, with white, wlndowless walls, 
seemed no more lively than the rest. We 
found the stables open, and not a groom to 
lake* our horses. "Let u« look in the Moor- 
ish cafe," laid my companion.

familiar Intimacy commanded by the law. 


The Moorish cafe of the chief Si-Slinmn 


was open and silent as his stables. 


The high walls, painted with lime, the 


•mis and trophies of war, the ostrich 
plumes, and the broad low divan running 
tint I rely around the room, all trickled with 
the ruin blown in by the gule. However, 
theru was some one there, first the old 
conVo roan, an old Kabyl in rugs, cowered 
with bis head between his knees, near an 
overturned brazier. Then the son of the 
chief, a beautiful child, feverish and pale, 
who rested on a divan, rolled in n black 
burnouse, with two great greyhounds at 
his feet. When we entered no one moved. 
One of the greyhounds slightly stirred his 
head, and the child deigned to turn tow- 
ards us hi* beautiful dark eyes, feverish 
and languishing. 


"Where is Si-SlimanP" demanded the in- 


terpreter. The coffee man moved his hands 
•bove his head with a vague gesture, 
which seemed to indicate the horizon, far, 
far away. We understood that Sl-Slimuu 
had gone on a long journey; but as the 
rain prevented onr continuing on our way, 
the interpreter, addressing the son of the 
chief, told him, in Arabic, that we were 
friends of his father'* and we besought 
him :o give us shelter until the next day. 
Immediately the child rose, notwithstand- 
ing the fever which parched him, gave or- 
ders to the coffee man, then, motioning to 
thetlivans with a courteous air, as If to 
Kay: "You are my guests," he sainted us 
in the Arab fashion, with head inclined 
and a kiss from the end* of his lingers, and, 
wrapping himself proudly in his burnouse, 
left the room with the dignity of a chief 
und master of the house. 


Behind him the coffee man relighted his 


brazier, placed on It two microscopic ket- 
tles, and, while he prepared our coffee we 
Huccrvded in drawing from him some de- 
tails of his master'* journey and the 
itniiiKe ruin which had fallen upon the 
tribe 
The Kabyl spoke fast, with the 


eentnres of an old woman, in a flue guttu- 
ral liinguuge, now quickly and now Inter 
ruptetl with long silences, during which 
could be heard the rain splashing on the 
tessellated pavement of the Interior court, 
the Kinging kettles and the barking of the 
jackals, spread by million* over the plain. 


Here is what happened to the unhappy 


Si-Sliinan. Four month* before, on the 
15th nf August, he had received that fa- 
mous decoration of the Legion of Honor 
which lie had been promised.

Sllmnn when the morning of the 15th of 
Augtixt n Spahl from Orleansville brought 
him the little gilded casket with the brevet 
of the l«gion, and when Baia, the best be- 
loved uf bis four wives, fastened the cross 
of Fr.ince upon his camel'* hair burnouse. 
It WH- the occasion of much feasting and 
rejoin ng for the tribe. All night the tarn- 
bonriiKx and the reed flutes resounded. 
There were dances, bonfire*, and I know 
Dm h< iv many sheep were killed, and, that 
nothing miunt be wanting to complete the 
feast, a famous extemporizer of Djendel 
composed in honor of Sl-Sliman a magnifi- 
cent cantata, commencing: "OhI Wind, 
hurtles* thy steeds to carry the good new* 
•broad." 


The nest dny, at daylight. Sl-Sliman 


e*Ded lii* follower* to arm* and started for 
Algiers with hi* horsemen to tender his 
thanks to the governor. At the gate of the 
dty the retinue halted, and, according to 
etutou), the chief went alone to the palace 
of the government, saw the Due de Mala- 
koff, and usured him of his devotion to 
France in the pompous phrases of the ori- 
ental style, which passes for picturesque 
bteauso for three thonsaad year* all the 
young mm hare ben likened to palm tree* 
•nd ftll th« women to osMlle*. Then.U*

duty~d«ne,~lte weriFon to" show tamselfTn 
the tow n, made his devotions at the mosque 
In passing, distributed silver to the poor, 
visited the barbers and the embroiderers, 
purchased for his wive* perfumes, flowered 
silks, blue corselets all trimmed with gold 
lace, red riding boots for his little chief, 
paying for all without haggling and spread- 
ing his joy about in beautiful donros. He 
was M-en In the bazaar*, seated on the 
Smyrna carpets, drinking coffee at the door 
with the Moorish merchants, wbo congratu- 
lated htm. 


The crowd pressed about curious to see 


him. 
One said: "There is Sl-Sliman, tha 


(tmbercur has sent him the cross;" and the 
little Moorish maidens, entering from the 
baths and eating their pastry cakes as they 
went, stole long glances of admiration 
from beneath their white masks towards 
that beautiful new silver cross so proudly 
worn.

not yet of return. For four months the nn- 
happy chief bad been lost in the whirlpool 
of Purls, passing bis life in running from 
one ministry to another, everywhere ridi- 
culed, caught in the formidable gear of the 
French administration, sent from bureau 
to bureau, soiling his burnouse on the 
vonden seats of the ante-chambers, on the 
watch for an audience which he never ob-

foot 'upwuTS, nnu -tlie leg lining, of felt 
Uhiially, is wrapped ujx>n it, and con- 
nected nt the heel by a. bit of ''piping." 
Tlio edges are then lapped one upon the 
inner sole, where they stick tut,t. 
Tlie lin- 


ing is then Beamed up the liuck by draw- 
ing up the piping edge over the rubber 
coutirig. Next tbe lining in fastened at the 
top of the tree to make it firm, und also 
t* take out uuy looseness that may lie in it. 


Then the foot lining id connected at tbe 


instep and lapped over on the inner sole. 
A rag filler is the next necessity, to fill the 
»pace left on tlie sole between tho lower 
edges of the k>g lining. Over this, and in- 
deed on the whole bottom of the foot, is 
placed a tough sole made of rubber and 
fiber tailed the "rug solo." This is "skived" 
und nil round, mid then both rag sole and 
lining lire brushed over with a Hue rjuulity 
of rubber cement and left to dry. 


When tho benzine has fully evaporated 


from the cemented surface the process of 
"trimming" is next in order. First the 
holes are cut for the straps and they are 
placed in position. Then a email "heel 
stay" ot clotb is added, followed by an 
"ankle piece" of rubber cut without "lap- 
ping" at the buck. A heuvy counter of 
rubber and flbcr is put around the heel 
next, to foe followed by a "back strip" of 
rubber that runs up the Heum in the lining 
from tho heel to the top of the boot. This 
Is incceeded by u toe strip of piping, a toe 
piece of rubber and side stays of tile same, 
when the boot is ready for the "cover." 


All tliin time the boot has the look of 


some of thoao felt boots that car drivers in 
Chicago fancy, only this is decorated with 
cement and trimmings und tbe other is 
plain. The leg cover is rubber and goes 
over the whole with the exception of the 
sole and a part of the toe. It is put on 
with great care, a back seam being run 
down in the middle of the back strip, a 
"binding" put around the top, a vamp lin- 
ing the sides extending over the counter, 
secured, and the "outer Oiler" added to the 
bottom of the foot. 


The third stage known, as "covering," 


now follows. In this a counter of heavy 
rubber is put around the heel, the point 
being in line with the back seam, the edges 
being carefully rolled down. Then a vamp 
of heavy rubber—"the tongue"—exactly 
covering the vamp lining. The sides of 
this extend around to the counter and are 
distinguished by two side seams. These 
seams are then run over with a "double 
stitcher," which is similar to a pair of 
sharp tracing wheels, and which not only 
help fasten the rubber to tho cemented 
surface beneath, but also make a very neat 
finish. 
After this tbe vamp is cut out 


around the outflller, and the bottom of the 
boot receives a coat of cement which is to 
bold the sole on. 


When the boot is dry it is ready for the 


fourth stage, which is "soling." To digress 
u little, a sole is in four pieces and is made 
up for tho bootmaker in the soling room. 
Theso four parts are a fiber and rubber 
"form," n thin rubber "solo piece,"a "top" 
and a heel. These are put together and 
sent to the boot room to be covered with 
the strongest possible rubber cement on 
the uottom and edges. The sole is attached 
to the partly flnibhed boot at the toe, and 
brought over to the heel that the latter 
may sit straight. Then tbe beel is ham- 
mered, the sole rolled, the edges rolled 
down in the vamp and counter, the last 
seams are stitched and the boot passes on 
to the varnishing room and then to the 
\ulcuulMH.—luttla rtuljUtji Wuila.

The two flsh, in the position 
in which they were found, are being stuffei 
at Winchester. Pike have died in this 
manner before, and it is doubtful whether 
or not these should be regarded as in- 
stances of voracity or pure accidents. Pike 
like many other flsh, frequently do battle 
and it has been suggested that when tw( 
savage flsh rush headlong at one another 
the smaller one might easily enterthe jawi 
of the larger. Once in there would be no 
getting out again, for the pike's mouth is 
lined with hundreds of sharp teeth, which, 
like those of the shark, point throatward. 
As an undoubted instance ot pikish voraci- 
ty there is an unusually well authenticated 
record of a pike of two pounds first swal- 
lowing a trout of one pound, and shortly 
afterward, while the tail of the trout was 
still in its throat, seizing an artificial bait 
three and a half inches in length.—Pali 
Mall Gazette.

The style of boots now made are nearly 
identical in all of the leading rubber 
companies, each, however, having some 
strengthening device of jiiore or less excel- 
lence upou which they pride themselves. 
All Ixiots an- made by hand upon wooden 
"trees," which are prepare! of carefully 
rwattonod maple. The sensoiiiiig is neces- 
sary, else I he trees would shrink in vnlcaii- 
i/..ition and become worthless. Iron trees 
tin e been used, but are practically "barred 
out" by tliuir great weight. 


A well arranged boot room liiis first a 


wiilo center circle running its whole 
k'ugth, through which run cur tracks for 
the easy removal of the finished boots to 
tlie "hcaU-rs." Running from this main 
passageway are the "alleys" of the work- 
men, in front of each of whom is a long 
table, fitU (1 with a ruck capable of holding 
fifteen pairs of boots. A portion of this 
table is pailded and reserved for the work 
of making up, Che tools for this being sim- 
ply a small hand roller, n stitcher, a knife 
and a cement cup and brush. 


As the various pieces that are to be 


joined together to make the perfect toot 
aretirouglit in "books" to the bootmaker, 
they are first laid over the table and ce- 
mented with a paste made of rubber and 
benzine. The first step then is the lasting.

A BURIED TREASURE. 


In 18C51 went to Hong Kong In the in- 


tcreata of a certain English manufacturer, 
and It wag a year and a hulf later when J 
one day received a utrange visitor with 
stranger proposition. 1 won in charge of a 
inrge warehouse, and one of my Chinese 
employees brought in the Htrauger and rx 
plained: 


"I told him you would have nothing to 


do with him, but he instated on coming. 


The Btranger was a half breed of some 


anrt, guuut, ragged and evidently hard up 
yis*oon as we were alone helntroducec 
lumwlf 01 8cm yo, and stated that he wag 
from the Inland of Luzon, one of the group 
corapoHinK the Philippines. He belonged 
ti> the native population, but hod Spanish 
blood In his v«lu». He had once been a 
in mi of importance, but tho Spaniards hat 
rubbed him of his power, and tifterwart 
friircd his influence to such a degree that 
1m had (irst been .imprisoned and after 
« urd banished. He hod been carried on < 
unlive craft to Japan, and there left ragged 
•fid penniless, aud had been more than a 
jmr reaching Hong Kong. 


While he hod only a few shillings in his 


pockets, he hod neither coine to solid 
charity nor a pluce to work. He had 
straight, square business proposition to 
submit. If I approved of it, well and good 
if I did not, then he would be no worse off 
\Vhen lie realized that Spanish influence 
% FW plotting hit* downfall he made such 
preparations a» he could to meet the in- 
cv liable. He was a very wealthy man, 
and he quietly went to work and convcrte(J 
e\cry:hiiiK ho could into money, gold dust 
and jewelry. Ho hud got about ftio.OOO to- 
gether when the ruling power pounced 
upon him, but not quick enough to get it.

treasure WON buried. 


I looked upon the man with pity and 


upon big project with contempt when he 
first began talking. When, he wag through 
I had agreed to think it over. There is a 
fascination about burled treasure or a 
sunken wreck that will enlist capital to the 
detriment of honest speculation. I wag 
noted us, being a conservative man, and tlie 
iduit of my going into any such venture 
would have been regarded by my friends 
as evidence of approaching mental calam- 
ity 
I went to tlie American consul, and 


in a roundabout way he confirmed a part 
of'Semyo'n story. He had heard of him, 
and heard of his >>eing deposed and ban- 
ished. Then I went down to the whorveg, 
and almost the first man I ran against was 
tho Yankee captain of a brig called the 
John, which wug then having gome repairs 
made. She had been running in the tea 
trade up and down the Yellow sea, but now, 
queerly enough, the captain informed me 
that he thought of taking a run over to the 
Philippines and try for a cargo on his own 
•ceonnt. 


I outlined my story to Capt. Wheaton, 


as he introduced himself. Setnyo retold 
his story in tho presence of the captain.

We gave Semyo 


money to get himself into decent shape 
and then looked to the furnishings of the 
brig. She wan already provided with small 
•ruts and cutlasses, but we added to the 
stock, and then, at the captain's sugges- 
tion, bought a carronode which hod been 
lying in a ware house for two or three 
years. 


With it we got a carriage and ammuni- 


tion, and by the time the gun wag aboard 
tho brig was watered and provisioned and 
ready to sail. Her clearance papers were 
for Manila in ballast, and the day of our 
•ailing Capt. Wheaton brought on board a 
•hort, squatty, bescarred white man, who 
hail Just been turned out of Jail, and who 
proved to be an English "cut sticks" from 
H M. & the Tempest. It turned out to be 
the luckiest thing in the world that we 
found him, for he knew how to manage 


_ our carronode and mode it keep us out of 
' an ugly scrape. 


It was only after we were out of sight of 


the Chinese coast that Semyo gave us the 
exact location of his treasure cache. We 
were to round the Bostiee islands, lying off. 
the north coast of Luzon, and strike the 
con.tt'at a river called the Batanen, after 
another island. Four miles up this river, 
•winch is navigable for about twenty miles, 
WILS the cache.

and laid onr course to the south we caught 
sight one day at noon of a felucca ap- 
proaching us from the east, having round- 
ed the cape. She flew the Spanish flag, and 
Semyo said that she belonged to the coast 
service. She had the right to board us and 
examine our papers, and while we had no 
Jbm of heron our own account It was prob- 
abio that Semyo would be recognized the 
moment they set eye on him. 
We had our 


plan* laid before she flred a gun as a sig- 
nal to tu to heave to. Semyo was hidden 
in the foreprak. and we burned sulphur in 
ttr forecastle behind him. By leaving th* 
•cuttle open the fumes were drawn away 
from the fugitive, «nd could be scented all 
o»er the brig. We hove to at the order of 
the r^tuoca, and were presently boarded by 
a Spanish lieutenant. He wag a very 
pompous chop, and It was probably his In- 
tention to doa great deal of bossing around, 
Imt as heMxune ow th« rail a current of 
•ir carried Urn the smell of sulphur, and

"3o'xi Lord, but U your brig on fire in 


the forecoatler" 


It was explained to him that we had lost 


a man of aome malignant but unknown 
dlseas') and were fumigating the brig. 
Two or three of u* were feeling badly, but 
hoped to escape th'c disease by steaming In 
thevnpor. We were • trader and offered 
to op< u the hatches aud show our papers, 
but be won in a hurry. He didn't even 
notice our carronodt*, but bucked to the 
tail and descended to his boat, saying: 


"Oh, you are doubtless all right, and I 


hope >ou will lose no more men. As for 
mo, the service does not demand that I run 
the rinks of epidemic." 


Twi i days later wo came to another in tho 


river opposite anpot pointed out by Semyo. 
The liank of the gtreuin wo« rough and 
broken, but thickly wooded. Forty rods 
Inlanil wus a highway running parallel 
with t he stream, but this was hidden from 
us. On the far aide of the highway was the 
itiiu i f an old church, and in this ruin wus 
the treasure cache. As many boats were 
passing up and down it was prudent that 
we report to deception to prevent suspicion. 


We got down a topgallant mast, slocked 


away some of the rigging, got a stage over 
the sMe for the carpenter and appeared to 
be lying there for the sole purpose of 
making repairs. We were soon boarded 
by nat ives anxious to furnish cargo, and 
on the second day a government gunboat 
paxHeil us without seeming to tuke any In- 
terest In our case. Semyo had to lie con- 
cealed in the hold during daylight, u men 
were i oming aboard who knew him well, 
and it won about midnight on the second 
night after our arrival that we pulled 
ashore for the treasure—that is, two men 
pulled Semyo off to the bank to sec if it 
was nil right, and it did not take him 
many minutes to make a disagreeable dis- 
covery. A party of woodcutters had en- 
campc d close to the ruin, with every indi- 
cation of a long stay. .Semyo was positive 
that, he could not get at the cache without 
being discovered, as the party hod two or 
three'logs in camp and he was sharply 
challenged as he scouted around. 


Next day, after some conspiring on our 


part, t he captain and I went ashore to the 
camp to make a bold move. There was a 
gang of thirty natives under a Spanish 
boss rutting ebony, and they bad a lal-ge 
lot all ready for shipment. This gang had 
been Kent from the province of Zebu, where 
the ovaier of the tract resided, and nn agent 
was daily expected to sell the output. The 
boss we found to be an ignorant, good nn> 
tured fellow, who could neither read no 
write. While I claimed to be the real ownc 
of the laud on which they wore at work th 
captain offered to buy some of the logs o 
the sly. Between us we got him to remov 
his camp a mile away and to accept abou, 
$00 for logs. We not only accomplishet 
this d iiring the day, but showed onr f Hem 
ship nnd good will by sending a keg o 
whisky to the camp, and by night the bos 
and liig gang were as drunk as lords. As 
soon us it was dark four of us pulled ashor 
with Seuiyo, and be led us a straight tru 
to tho treasure. It was buried In tw 
earthen jars against a bit of wall, and on 
of the camp fires of the gang had bee 
built within ton feet of the spot. Wo ha 
the jars out and on board the brig 1 
half an hour, and an investigation prove 
that i^emyo had rather figured under tli 
actual amount. We had neither seen no 
heard anything to alarm us, but it a] 
peared that we had been observed pnllin 
back to the brig by a native boat, and t-ha 
its oc< uponts were meddlesome enough t 
board a government felucca lying six mile 
above and report our action as suspicious. 


About 2 o'clock in the morning the fe- 


lucca dropped down with the tide, came t 
anchor about two cable lengths away an 
sent a boat to board us on the quiet. The 
were foiled in this by tho anchor wntch 
who stood them off until the brig was 
aroused. Tho jars were placed in the cook' 
galley 
Semyo secreted himself in th 


hold, nnd then the occupants of the boa 
were i nvited to come aboard. The office 
in chftrgo was a lieutenant, nnd ho was in 
high dungeon over his reception. Ho de 
mandcd our papers, inspected the cargo 
and pointed to the carronade as proof thai 
wo were suspicions characters! He wen' 
off to report, but was in no hurry to re 
turn, nnd soon after daylight we saw a 
boat with seven or eight ineu j«nv« me re 
lucca nnd pull up the river. The tide WHS 
still running and there was a fair breeze 
and wo determined to cut sticks. Semyo 
said the boat hud gone to a village abou< 
four miles above, probably to consult clvi 
or military officials, and that if we were 
seized it would be all up with all of us. 


Tho felucca, us we could plainly see, hat 


two bnigg six pounders, bnt we could not 
say tiiiit she would attempt to stop us 
The minute we began to make ready w 
saw an alurm on her decks. Before wi 
had tho anchor off the ground she sent a 
boat with the command that we must waii 
the return of our papers. We weighed 
however, let fall and sheeted home aik 
while t hey were yelling at us we he,,dec 
down t he river. We were well out to sea 
when we espied the felucca following, ant 
as she hailed two feet to our one she was 
within range before 10 o'clock. If capturet 
now tlie Spanish government would hanj 
us all for conspiracy. We cracked on every- 
thing in the shape of sail, loaded our car- 
ronade and paid no attention to the felucca 
until positively obliged to. Her gunnery 
was go poor that we wondered if her guns 
had e^er been fired before. She had at 
least t wenty shots at us, but the closest 
call was when a ball passed through the 
flying jib. 


She wasn't over n quarter of a mile away 


when our English gunner sighted his piece 
and brought down her entire foremast anil 
everything with it. 
The mast was hil 


about six feet above the deck and broken 
off, and the felucca at once fell off into the 
trough of the sea and confusion reigned 
supreme. We kept our course, knowing 
that she could not follow ug another foot, 
and when clear of the coast headed up for 
Shanghai. Arriving there the brig was 
repainted and renamed, her big gun drop- 
ped to the bottom of the harbor and no 
one could have mistrusted her. 
I saw the 


'outrage" detailed In a Manila paper two 
or three weeks after it occurred, but if the 
Spanish government ever invegtigated the 
occurrence none of its movements came to 
my attention. We got *82,500 apiece out 
of the little transaction, and the last I knew 
of Semyo he was a tea trader in Japan.— 
New York Sun.

A Groat University'* Income. 


The income of the University of Oxford 


for the year is about jC8fi,200, of which some 
£16,000 comes from external sources, in- 
cluding a grant of £5,000 from tho uni- 
versity press. Thirteen thousand pounds 
comes from trust funds, £5,300 from col- 
leges, and the remainder is internal reve- 
nue, in which by fur the largest items are 
university dues and degree aud examina- 
tion fees. The rents of lands have increased 
by nearly £500, but the rents of bouses have 
slightly diminished. 


Of this increase about £18,500 goes to in- 


stitutions, the Bodleian taking £7,550. 
Professors get £10,000, university officers 
nearly £5,000 and examiners £4,700. The 
university police and the special grant to 
the Oxford city police absorb £2,000. There 
are an immense number of miscellaneous 
payments of all kinds. 


During the year the university bos in- 


creased its capital by nearly £13,000, a very 
satisfactory state of affairs, which, how- 
ever, is mainly due to the action of the 
university press in paying £10,000 to the 
general fund. This press is exceedingly 
well managed by the curators, who are 
liberal to authors, and yet so fortunate in 
their transactions that they can show a 
large profit every year.—London Truth.
